every city in the .world at night?

and take a- look at the moon.

And the habit o£ stealing light has bn- j 
come so firmly fixed with the moon that 
part of tho ti'me when tt can't get all it 
wttjt»-from tho sun it actually steals a 
littl* from tho earth. 


When th* earth was a. nass of gas and 


lara-Uke liquid whirling through space 
at a terrific rate, a big drop of tho ma- 
terial of which it was made formed on 
one »ido and was thrown oil into spa'ic, 
according to the best theories. The drop 
that fell o7 kept whirling, too, as it went 
off into the air. 
It followed the general 


path of the earth, only revolving a. bit 
slower. As the earth cooled, tho big 
drop cooled, too. And that drop became 
the moou we know now. Tt is the near- 
est thing in the heavens to the earth— 
being' only 238,800 miles away. 


A person can learn more about the 


moon .by observing it through a simple 
pair of opera glasses than can be learned 
about .any otlu.- heavenly body, gtudisd 
In any way, and the summer time is tho 
very belt time in the year to look ai the 
moon.

many months engaged in an investigation of lobbying at 
the national capital following President A^^ilsol^'s sensa- 
tional charge last spring is ready to make its report, Dis- 
patches indicate an agreement upon a rinding that will 
merely lay before the .house the results of the inquiry 
without attempting to offer recommendations to prevent 
a return to the insidious practices which testimony mani- 
festly indicated had long been followed by those interest- 
ed in this measure or that. To this extent the report must 
be;disappointing, for the country undoubtedly expected 
that the committee, having found the lobbying, would 
offer some, suggestion as to effectually disposing of the 
'trader-cover phases of lobbying that constitute its in- 
sidious element. The right to advocate the passage or 
the defeat of any proposed enactment, if the tight be made 
in the open, is unquestioned. Indeed, to put an end, if 
. lhattwerc possible, to the exercise of influence that re- 


flects popular will would be distinctly harmful. Nobody 
desires the elimination of the proper sort of "lobbying.1 


ft is merely the back-door' and the underground systems 
'that have provoked public wrath. 


In all probability there does not now exist in Wash- 


ington any considerable lobbying of the character of 
which complaint was made. In the uproar which fol- 
lowed the appearance of Colonel Mulhall on the witness, 
stand the coterie of "insidious" lobbyists promptly go1 
upon their good behavior and became models of circum- 
spection.

a. town if 5,'JO'J is not worth while and 
the duties are numerous. 


However, this uitliculty 
was 
easily 


overcome by hiring a man to do the 
work which required so much time, ihe 
same as a private corporation would hire 
a superintendent. 
The man chosen for 


this newly created ollico was Kenyon 
Kiddle, a civil engineer, then acting as 
supervising engineer of some paving work 
in Abilene. 
After about ni.\ mouths of 


the new system it was only necessary to 
examine the records of the costs of nu- 
merous improvements done to see that a 
groat saving had been already accom- 
plished. 


At present the city does ail of its own 


sewer and water extension work. 
The 


material is bought and then installed by 
paying in unit 
quantity, 
eliminating 


force accounts wherevur possible, 
i'ive 


miles of lavement is divided into eleau- 
ing districts and after each day's clean- 
ing a report 
is> made, thereby checking 


the amount of work done and giving tin: 
cost per scjnarc yard. Also the dirt roads 
are divided into districts for dragging; 
each district comprises a certain num- 
ber of miles to be dragged and is paid 
I'm- at a rate per mile. 


The Manager la Responsible. 


Complete records are kept of all ..n- 


dergmuml work. 
If a street is to be

are attended to before the road is paved. 
At a meeting of the commissioners the 
manager submits plans anil estimates of 
Ihn future week's work and also submits 
his records and cr.sU of the past, week. 
Since the costs of ..II the labor and ma- 
terial go through I.is hands he is held re- 
sponsible to account for these bills.
